It would seem to be a matter of im- 
possibility for the existing local Gov- 
ernment to do anything in a straight- 
forward and earnest manner. Their 
Separation resolutions -were framed in 
sucli a way as to mean nothing at all. 
Their Insurance Tax Bill was shown to 
be beyond their power to pass. Their 
Chinese Head Tax Act fell to pieces 
with the weight of its own iniquity. 
And now we have their Constitutional 
Amendment Act, professedly passed to 
secure increased representation for Na- 
naimo, and to give Cassiar a member ; 
but really designed to postpone the ac- 
complishment of those desirablo ends 
to an indefinite period. Shortly, what 
does the Bill provide ? That upon the 
" resignation or death" of one of the 
members for Kootcnay, the seat so va- 
cated shall be given to Cassiar, which 
shall thereafter bo entitled to a repre- 
sentative ; and upon the " resignation 
or death " of one of the members for 
Cowichan, the seat so vacated shall be 
given to Nanaimo. It therefore- fol- 
lows that if neither a member for 
Kootenay nor a member for Cowichan 
shall consent to resign ; and that if, 
perchance, he shall not bo translated to 
the realms of bliss, the just demands of 
both Nanaimo and Cassiar will con- 
tinue unsatisfied. There is no help for 
it ; because the Act contains no provi- 
sion for a change in the representation 
in the event of the dissolution of the 
House. Suppose the House dissolved 
to-morrow, neither Nanaimo nor Cas- 
siar would be entitled to any increase 
of the privileges they now "enjoy," 
and Kootenay and Cowichan would re- 
turn all their members. So far as 
Cowichan is concerned, the proposal to 
withdraw one of its mem hers is an 
outrage on an enterprising and grow- 
ing district, while Kootenay — whose 
voters' list has shrunk to nineteen — is 
not entitled to any member at all. Yet 
the fact is patent that unless one of 
the members for that district should 
resign or conveniently die, the repre- 
sentation will remain unchanged in all 
there districts. 

CODIFYING TIL. liSGLISH 
CRIMINAL LA W. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



A Bill has been prepared for presen- 
■ tation to the next Imperial Parliament 
by which it is proposed to codify or 
simplify the English Criminal Law. It 
is entitled " A Bill to Establish a Code 
of Indictable Offences; the Procedure 
Relating Thereto." This is the first at- 
tempt to codify the criminal law of Eng- 
land. It is prepared by the Attorney- 
General, the Solicitor-General and Se- 
cretary Cross, and is remarkable for 
its terseness and completeness, and as a 
production of legal lore is one of the 
best chat could be compiled. It con- 
tains but 425 sections (that of Califor- 
nia has over 1,600) with an appendix 
giving specimens of indictments. These 
are as brief and comprehensive as the 
law itself. An indictment for murder 
is in the following simple form : "The 

defendant murdered B at 

on ." Great difficulty is exper- 
ienced in drawing an indictment for 
libel. The English form given is :— 
"The defendant published a libel de- 
faming B . The libel consisted of 

a letter signed and entitled , 

printed on the — page of a newspaper 

entitled , published at — ~— on 

." And in this are all the allega- 
tions necessary. The criminal law of 
England is very voluminous, and up to 
the present the principle authority has 
been the " Digest of the Criminal Law," 
by Sir James Fitzjiunes Stevens, which 
attained great popularity from the emi- 
nence of the author as a jurist. The 
bill referred to will be the subject of 
consideration at the next session of 
Parliament, and should it become law 
a very brief period will elapse before 
the adoption of its main features by 
Canada and the [abandonment of the 
present voluminous forms. 

THE STEEL HAILS. 



The limit of the contract for the re- 
moval of the steel rails expired on 
Friday. Promptly, on that day, tele- 
graphic advices were received from Ot- 
tawa instructing the proper officers to 
notify the contractors that the removal 
of such rails as had not reached their 
destination at Yale should cease. 
Whether the Government contemplate 
a new contract, or intend to build the 
Esquimalt-Nanaimo Bail (vay, or wheth- 
er they contemplate a change of route 
on the Mainland is, as yet, involved in 
doubt. We incline, however, to the 
belief that construction of the section 
between Esquimalt and Nanaimo is 
under consideration, and should such 
prove to be the fact tin; effects cannot 
but prove vastly beneficial to this sec- 
tion of the province, 
contemporary, we observe, accepts an 
entire change of programme as a fait 
accomjAi; but we would remind readers 
that everything is mere conjecture. 
The new Ministry must themselves be 
still in doubt as to the course to pur- 
sue in the premises. It will be well if 
people do not begin by expecting too 
much. 



EUROPE. 
London, Nov. 1. — Gladstone, in a 
speech delivered to-day at Rhyl, de- 
clined to give the government the con- 
fidence they asked on the Afghanistan 
question and complained of their with- 
holding authoritative information. He 
reviewed the information which was 
obtainable, and showed that the re- 
lations with Afghanistan were satis- 
factory during bis administration and 
justified the displeasure of the Ameer 
at the British occupation of Quettah. 
Ho pointed out that the weak power 
which a professedly chivalrous gov- 
ernment threatened to punish 
for receiving the Russian embassy 
was less culpable than the sender of 
the embassy. The sending Jof the em- 
bassy was apparently a breach of Rus- 
sia's engagements to England; but lie 
feared that Russia would have as a jus- 
tification the unfriendly conduct of the 
British government. Gladstone de- 
clared that to saddle India with tho 
expenses of a defence against imagin- 
ary dangers would be an injustice as 
monstrous as any recorded in the his- 
tory of the world. Gladstone in con- 
clusion asked the people to coniparo the 
state of .England in 1S73 with that in 
1S78. lit energetically defended the 
Geneva arbitration, and thought it far 
better to make a nation of 10,000,000 
a friend than one of ,s0,OO0,O0O an 
enemy. 

London, Nov. 1. — The Russian 
press is extremely hostile to England. 
Tho Vedomesti says: "The great strug- 
gle with England which has been pre- 
paring for centuries will occur in Af- 
ghanistan." Ruski Mir declares that 
"the hour has come when England will 
held responsible for her past delinquen- 
cies." 

St. PKTKiisiti'RCi, Nov. 1. — -Tho Golo! 
rejoices over the delay in English oper- 
ationsagainst Afghanistan. It says: "As 
long ns peace continues Russia can give 
arms and money to any one who shall 
tako tho whole matter in charge anil 
arrange for the proposed meeting," 

London, Nov. 1. — A Simla corres- 
pondent says it is no secret that the 
Indian government has urgently and 
repeatedly remonstrated against ac- 
cording the Ameer further delay. The 
viceroy has used his whole personal 
influence in favor of immediate action. 
Sending the ultimatum is unfavorably 
regarded as a cruel, humiliating mis- 
take. 

London, Nov. 1.— A Simla corres- 
pondent says the ultimatum demands 
full authority and reception of the 
British mission by the ameer, with 
other conditions. There is no expecta- 
tion that it will be accepted. It is 
hoped the Ameer will refuse to permit 
the emissary who started on Monday 
to cross the frontier, but it is believed 
that he will temporize. 

Another dispatch from Simla says 
tho ultimatum gives the ameer a very 
short time to answer, at the expiration 
of which it is believed there will be a 
general advance. 

A Berlin dispatch states that Russia 
intends to raise her army in Turkey to 
200,000 men. 

Berlin, Nov. I.-*— A decree was issu- 
ed to-day prohibiting numbers of social- 
ist pamphlets in addition to those pre- 
viously prohibited. 

Vienna, Nov. 1.— The Austrian 
delegation was elected to-day. It con- 
sists of about 35 supporters and 25 
opponents. Count Andrassy, it is ex- 
pected, will have a still larger majority 
in the Hungarian delegation. 

Constantinople, Oct. 31.— TheGreek 
minister here has received information 
that a British note urging the strict 
adherence of the powers of the treaty 
of Berlin will recommend mediation on 
the Greek frontier question. 

Madrid, Nov. 1.— The doctors who 
examined Moncasi consider him per- 
fectly sane. 

London, Nov. 1.— The Rothschilds 
will next week offer eight and a half 
million pounds of five per cent. Egyptian 
bonds, guaranteed at from 70 to 75. 

Glasgow, Nov. 1.— The sheriff refus- 
ing bail for the directors of the Glas- 
gow bank, an appeal will be carried he- 
fore the lord advocate and if necessary 
to the high court of judiciary. 
_ Pauls, Nov. 1.— Returns 'of elec- 
tions for the municipal delegates show 
j that eleven departments, now represent- 
' ed by 27 conservative senators, have 
been won by republicans, who lost no 
department. A republican majority of 
12 or 15 is confidently expected in the 
next senate.

Tho Workingmon's Kovoniont. 

Right Rev. Bishop Scghers delivered a 
sermon at St. Andrew's Cathedral on Sun- 
day evening before a congregation that 
crowded the sacred edifice, taking for his 
his subject the Workingmen'a Movement. 
His Lordship began his sermon by quot- 
ing from a French socialistic writer and 
from a Spanish writer to prove that the 
political problems of our age arc all^more 
or less, connected with theological or re- 
ligious questions. That was the reason 
why he proposed to give his people three 
warnings. Ho was nut grappling with the : 
Chinese question, nor discussing the law- 
ful aspirations of the workingnion to ame- 
liorate their condition throughout life. 
Ho would warn his flock: 1st, against 
forming themselves into secret societies; , 
2nd, against committing excesses; lid, 
against being led astray by false principles 
and erroneous doctrines. The principles ; 
and doctrines he alluded to are the teach- j 
ings of socialism, inasmuch as socialism i 
saps the foundation of society, viz: Reli- i 
gion, matrimony, right of property and 
Bocial subordination. This social subor- 
dination the socialist contradicts by his 
principle of perfect equality. The Bishop j 
dwelt at some length on the inequality of 
men. Admitting the desirability of civil 
equality among all citizens, he showed 
that equality was practically impossible, 
and then proceeded to demonstrate that 
men are naturally unequal, socially un- 
equal andsupernatunilly unequal, both in 
the order of grace and of glory. Satan, , 
our first parents, Cain, — had rebelled i 
against inoquality and hud attracted pun- | 
ishment on themselves. In conclusion | 
the Bishop appealed to his people, urging 
them to listen to the warnings of the j 
Church. j

"Workingmon's Mooting Last Night. 

A meeting of tho Workingmen'a Pro- 
tective Association was held at Good Tem- 
plars' Hall, Yates streot, last evening. 
Tho room was well filled, upwards of 200 
persons being present. Tho minutes of 
tho last meeting having been read and 
adopted, tho President stated that it had 
been thought advisable to hold a public 
meeting becauso it had been said that tho 
society was secret in its organization. All 
that he observed secret about it, however, 
was tho mere pass-word systeiu which was 
adopted to preclude tho admittanco of tho 
hoodlum element. Although tho attend- 
ance had not been so largo since tho 
adoption of tho pass-word very important 
business had been transacted. A com- 
mittee had been appointed to ascertain 
the number of Chinoso employed in tho 
city and it had been resolved to draft a 
petition to Ottawa having for its object 
the passago of a measure to procludo tho 
further immigration of tho Chinese and 
their employment. A resolution had also 
been passed 'to admit ladies to tho asso- 
ciation. This he was in favor of. Ho 
believed that it was the duty of the socie- 
ty to exercise its influence as far as possi- 
ble to take its patronage from the China- 
men and everybody who employed them. 
Ho would call tho attention of the work- 
ingmen present to tho fact that they daily 
eat vegetables watered by tho Chinaman's 
own water. The troublesome, knotty Chi- 
nese question was intheirownhandsandhe 
would ask the audience to assist tho Pro- 
vincial administration to put down an 
evil which was eating the vitals out of the 
country. Ho would now call upon Mr. 
Miles, a member of the committee ap- 
pointed to inquire into the number of 
Chinese employed in the city to read his 
statement. 

Mr. Miles then proceeded to read his 
statement enumerating the names of firms 
I and families employing Chinese, 
j The Chairman then called on Mr. Wal- 
j kem to address the meeting. 

Mr. Walkem said that ho appeared sule- 
j ly on account of tho invitation extended 
to him. He deprecated the exercise of 
the society's functions for political pur- 
poses and hoped that they would continue 
their etl'orts in tho direction as at present 
put forth. He believed the efforts of the 
society had at present boon legitimate and 
in the right direction. Ho denied what 
he termed the assertion that he had been 
retained by a Chinese firm to bring in a 
bogus bill to prohibit the employment of 
Chinese and to restrict Mongolian immi- j 
gratinn. With reference to the newspaper 
assertion that the Government should 
have passed the Queensland Act he knew 
that that measure, if passed by the local 
government, would have been disallowed 
because it interfered with the Dominion 
Government's authority to deal with trade 
and commerce. That was tho very rea- 
son why his bill had been disallowed. He 
would not attempt to controvert tho learn- 
ed Judge's decision; but ho did not think 
that his bill really interfered with tho 
trade and commerce of the country. Tho | 
Queensland Bill, of all bills, ho felt as- j 
sured, would be disallowed, and he there- 
fore asked the vvorkingmon not to bo mis- 
led by article after article in The Col- 
onist demanding its passage. Ho hoped 
the contention for its passage would 
therefore be put an end to at once and for 
ever. He was glad to observe that a step 
had been taken to render the proceedings 
of the society public and that the veil of 
secrecy had been lifted. He believed the 
society was working in tho right direction 
and assured the workingmen present that 
they had his full sympathy in their move- 
ment. Whilst his bill had been disallow- 
ed he would tell them that his hands wore 
not tied in making future efforts to deal 
with the Chinese question. 

Mr. Carey -Why don't you introduce 1 
a bill to prevent the landing of 'Chinese? 
That will hold water. i 
Mr. Walkem- I'll tell you what will j 
hold more water — A bill to prevent tho 
landing of more Irishmen. (Sensation). 
Mr. Carey — That's no answer. 
The hon. gentleman then stated that 
he had important business to attend to 
and left the room. 

Tho chairman thereupon called on Mr. 
Beavon to address the meeting. 

Mr. Beavon said that although Mr. 
Walkem had been foiled, that was no rea- 
son why he should desist from his efforts 
to deal with the Chinese question in 
future. He expressed himself as very 
glad when the Chinese struck a few weeks 
ago, but seriously questioned whether the 
Queensland Act which the (joyernruent 
had been asked to pass would be consti- 
tutional, Ho thought that such an Act- 
could only emanate from the federal gov- 
ernment and said that its main principle 
had been disallowed by Judge Gray. Ho 
referred to tho difficulty experienced by j 
tax collectors in collecting ordinary ta^es, 
from tho Chinoso and «jdd that tjie apt 
passed last sussiqn was, intended to reme- j 
day that difficulty, Ho believed that at 
tho next meeting of the Local House fur- 
ther steps would bo taken to deal with 
tho Chinese evil. Ho thought that tho 
Mongol should bo excluded from v he 
Provincial hospitals, asylums and law 
ootii'ts — that ho should not bo recognized 
in a law court unless ho had first taken 
out a license. He believed that the 
most effective local method of dealing 
with tho evil would be to abstain from 
employing tho Chinoso, 

The President then called upon Mr. 
Humphreys to address tho meeting. 

Mr. Humphreys did not respond, not i 
being present. 

Tho President thereupon asked that a 
collection, by taken up to defray the ex- 
poiiHus of the society, 

A member of the society objected on 
the grounds that tho association was in a 
position to nay its own way, 

Thq President ruled t|ia.t u subscription 
should bo taken up and accordingly 
Messrs. Miles and Scelcy passed tho hat 
around, 

A vote of thanks was thou passed to 
the speakers and tho Presldont declared 
tlio meeting adjourned. 

Mr. Korter — ox-President of tho asso- 
ciation—said ho would like to hear a 
v.'orkingman speak. 

The President — Tho meeting is adjourn- , 
ed. "No one olso can speak. 

Mr. Korter— Tliero are many working- 
men present; wo ought to hear a working- , 
man's viows. Somebody else ought to I 
have a chance to speak besides those who 
have spoken. 

The President — The meeting is adjourn- 
ed. Tho next meeting will be held on | 
Monday evening next.

Alexander Ncvorott, charged with dis- 
turbing tho pcaco, was bound over to bo 
of good behavior for 3 months ; in default 
of procuring sureties to go to jail for 14 
days. 

Thomas Deasy, charged with assaulting 
Robert Butler by striking him in tho faco 
with his fist on Friday night last. 

Tho complainant deposed that on Fri 
day night as ho was coining away from a 
meeting of tho Good Templars ho was 
waylaid by tho defendant and sovoral 
other former members of tho lodge. Ho 
believed that defendant blamed him for 
being blackballed when his name camo 
up for election to a lodge, and on that ac- 
count he bore a certain amount of malice 
towards him. Tho black-eyo ho (witness) 
had was caused by a blow from defend- 
ant. 

Thomas Trounce deposed that as ho was 
leaving the lodge on Friday night, when 
near to Jeffroo's corner, ho heard Butler 
say "That's a cowardly thing to do, to 
strike a man without giving him any no- 
tice. " He (witness) then turned up tho 
street and saw Deasy striko Butler over 
tho faco, who, as soon as ho (witness) 
arrived on tho scene jerked his (witness') 
stick out of his hand. Deasy, however, 
got behind several other young mon who 
were there. He (witness) then asked 
Deasy "what it all meant, are you not 
ashamed of yourself/" Deasy then ropliod 
that it was something about temperance. 
Witness replied that there was not much 
temperance about it. When he (witness) 
first saw Butler ho appeared to bo at- 
tempting to guard a blow. After ho com- 
plained about being struck ho (witness) 
heard a soulllo. Then ho hurried up. 

Noah Shakespeare said that last Satur- 
day week tho defendant told him Butler 
had better look out or tho boys would 
"fix" him. From tho term "tix" ho im- 
agined that an assault was intended; did 
not inform Butler of the conversation.

Thomas McNulty deposed that ho bo- 
longed to tho lodge, and that he left it 
on Friday evening in company with 
O'Connor and Butler. Near Joft'reo's 
corner met Deasy, who asked Butler 
what ho had been saying about him in the 
lodge; O'Connor left and Butler ropliod, 
"Nothing but what is true." Doasy said 
"It is all a parcel of lies;" as soon as But- 
ler heard that he lifted up his left hand 
which had an umbrella in it, and struck 
at Deasy as hard as he could with his 
other hand; De:isy returned the blow 
with his right and they had a fair light. 
Ho (witness) tried to stop thorn, but see- 
ing it was no uso let them go at it; when 
Butler saw he got tho worst of it ho ran 
to Mr. Trounco and borrowed his black 
stick and tried to hit Deasy with it; a 
young man in tho crowd said "don't hit 
him with that stick," and Butlor dropped 
the stick and walked away. 

Cross-examined by Butler — Left tho 
lodge room before you; got into your 
company on Yates street a few yards 
above the lodge rooms; had previously 
soon Deasy and had a few words of con- 
versation; a few young men were stand- 
ing on tho side walk near the door-way; 
gavo no signal for them to follow you; 
will swear you struck at Deasy first; 
knew nothing of the affair until the fight 
began. 

Paul Medina deposed to witnessing the 
fight and hearing the conversation be- 
tween Mr. Trounce and defendant. Saw 
Butler strike at Deasy' first; knew noth- 
ing about the affair until it took place. 

Potor Corr was called for the defence 
and deposed to seeing Butlor strike at 
Deasy after he had been called a liar. 

His Honor said it would be much hot- 
ter if such cases could bo settled out of 
court. It was a pity that Good Templars 
should be published as fighting tin tho 
streets. lie bad always thought that 
whisky was alleged to be the cause of 
most of tho rows. 

Isaac Roberts testified that he saw the 
plaintiff and defendant scuffling; saw 
plaintiff get Mr. Trounco's stick, but 
defendant ran behind him (witness); ho 
said "don't hit Deasy with that stick," and 
plaintiff then walked off with Mr, Trounco; 
previous to the fight a young man named 
George Deigh came down from the lodge 
room and took Deasy on one side and had 
a conversation with him. 

The defendant was bound over in two 
sureties of §25 each, and himself in $50 
to be of good behavior for six months; 
in default one month's imprisonment; his 
Honor remarking that be greatly regretted 
that some societies in this city appeared 
to bo us'ed either as political gunpowder 
or as instruments to vent personal spleen. 

Several d. and d's. were, dealt with 
summarily and, the court adjourned. 

Bridging tho Narrows. 

The I'Ud'm sees danger in Sir JohnMac- 
donald's acceptance of the representation 
of Victoria, (j.C. It fears that he will 
bridge Tho Narrows between Bute Inlet 
mid Vancouver Island, and so throw 
twenty-soven millions of dollars into the 
Pacific Ocean. It is a pity that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie bad not finished his interminable 
surveys in time to fix definitely tho west- 
ern terminus of the Canada Pacific Rail- 
way, if his party fear to trust tho com- 
pletion of the work to a Conservative Ad- 
ministration. The bridging of The Nar- 
rows is not likely to agitato the people of 
the presont generation. Wo doubt if the 
people of Victoria would voto for tho im- 
mediate commencement of that work while 
the building of the inland railway from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo and tho carrying I 
of the mainland lino eastward to tho \ 
mountains are loft undone. Tho bridging 
of The Narrows may become a commer- 
cial necessity of tho future. What tho 
British Columbians want now is railway 
connection with Eastern Canada ovor 
Canadian territory. Sir John Macdonald 
never did more than was right for Kings- 
ton while ho represented that borough, 
and nobody who knows him will havo tho 
slightest fear of his selling tho interests 
of tho Dominion to please his new con- 
stituency, Tho Globe has no reason to 
fool friendly towards British Columbia, 
but it is doubtful if thoy aro moro anxious 
than other Canadians to waste tho money 
of tho Dominion. — Hamilton Spectator

New Youk, Oct. 28. — Tho Herald's Ma- 
drid special says : — The excitement occa- 
sioned by the attempt on King Alfonso's 
lifo has not by any means died out. Tho 
criminal fired from tho sidewalk, in front 
of houso No. 03, Callo Mayer, not far 
from the arched entrance to tho plaza 
Meyer. Ho aimed too low, however, and 
tho ball passed through tho hand of a sol- 
dier standing guard on tho opposite sido 
of the street. Tho King saw tho flash and 
with an involuntary movomont of tho 
hand, chocked his horso momentarily. He 
thon rodo tranquilly toward tho palace. 
Sevoral women, who wore standing near 
tho man who fired, pointed him out, with 
loud cries, and ho was at onco secured. 
Ho did not make the slightest attempt to 
escape. Terriblo indignation was mani- 
fested among tho people. Attempts wero 
made to wreak vongoanco upon tho assas- 
sin when ho was on his way to tho Gob- 
ierno Civil. Thonco ho was soon removed 
to tho Captain-Goneralcy. Tho prisoner 
displayed great coolness during his com- 
mitment. Ho insolontly drew a cigar 
from his pocket, which he coolly lit and 
began to smoko. Ho is a very thin man, 
of medium height ; wears a light mous- 
tache, and has his hair closely cropped. 
Ho admitted tho crime, and triumphantly 
doclarod himself a Socialist and Interna- 
tionalist, but when interrogated as to 
who his accomplices wore, ho denied that 
ho had acted in concert with anyone. He 
said ho came alone from Torragona pur- 
posely to kill tho King. This was his 
first serious disappointment in life. 

General Grant was standing, when the 
shot was fired, at a window of the Hotel 
de Paris. This hotel looks across tho 
great central plaza of Madrid, directly 
down the Calle Mayor. General Grant, 
who was following with his eyes tho pro- 
gress of the royal cavalcado, which had 
just passed across tho Puerta Del Soi bo- 
fore him, said to the Herald correspond- 
ent that ho clearly saw the flash of the 
assassin's pistol. Tho General had alrea- 
dy booked for Lisbon by tho night train, 
and therefore could not in person presont 
his congratulations to King Alfonso, but 
to Sehor Silvora, Minister of State, who 
called soon after and accompanied him 
to the railway station, General Grant 
expressed his sympathies and regretted 
that ho was unable to postpone his jour- 
ney in order that he might personally call 
upon his Majesty. Ho begged Sehor Sil- 
vora to convoy to tho King his sincere 
congratulations on his escapo from the 
assassin's bullet. 

There was a great gathering of diplo- 
mats, nobles and men of all parties at the 
palaco to offer their congratulations Friday 
night, and yesterday Marshal Serrano was 
one of tho first callers. Minister Lowell 
and Mr. Roid, Secretary of Legation, 
called at tho palaco yesterday and ex- 
pressed their gratification at the King's 
escape. Tho King continues to make I 
light of the whole affair, but tho popular 
indignation is still extreme. 

Review of English Sontimont. 

London, October 2Cth. — Tho Conser- 
vatives who questioned tho wisdom of 
Beaconsfiold's Eastern policy, and predict- 
ed that the diplomatic arrangomont at 
Berlin would prove to havo settled nothing 
for European peace, while it involved 
England in new and weighty responsibili- 
ties, political, moral and financial, without 
adequate return, are winning numerous 
adherents in view of current events. Littlo 
hoed is given to sensational assertions that 
Russia proposes to renew an aggressive 
war, but everybody sees that sho has 
neither been put in bonds nor compelled 
to retire from her menacing position. Tho 
Afghanistan policy is also criticized as 
anothor blunder, becauso war with tho 
Ameer, even though the British arms shall 
achieve success in the field, will diplomati- 
cally level the mountain barriers still sep- 
arating Russia from British India, and 
give tho Czar active sympathizers and 
invaluable allies, if ever in tho future he 
shall justify the English jealousy and dis- 
trust of his purposes which afforded the 
motive for the Afghanistan campaign. 
There is a decidedly uneasy fooling in 
intelligent circles, caused by the convic- 
tion that unless the British policy is 
radically changed, next spring will find 
England involved in an expensive war, at 
a tiiiju when tho country more than over 
neods reposo, economy and reduced tax- 
ation, in order to rovivo her languishing 
industries and relievo the popular distress. 
Some of the wisest among tho Conserva- 
tive leaders are beginning to enquire why 
England should not abandon her tradi- 
tional ioalouny of Russia and her policy 
based thereon, as was done with Franco, 
under tho late Empire— allies for common 
interests and against common rivals. Tho 
public mind found temporary relief when 
it was announced that the Ameer was not 
to bo punished until spring, notwithstand- 
ing it had been maintained that an Afghan- 
istan campaign was indispensable to Brit- 
ish honor; but now we are all at sea again, 
becauso of the sudden summoning of a 
Cabinet Council yestorday, at a season of 
tho year which English statosmon usually 
devote to rural repose. This is believed 
to indicate graver actualities than are 
superficially apparent, Only one thing is 
clear: Russia pc sists in taking no step 
backward.

Launch of tho " Lady Dufforin." 

K am loops, Oct. 16th, 1878. 
EniTon Colonist:— You and your 
numerous renders will bo interested in 
hearing of tho successful launch of the 
new steamer " Lady Duflerin," built by 
Win. Fortune, Esq., of Trnuquille, which 
took place yesterday in the presence of 
a large body of spectators, gathered 
from all parts, to -witness the event. 
Miss Wilhelmena Campbell, of South 
Thompson, was deputed to give the 
vessel her name. This exquisitely mo- 
deled craft, built under tho eye and 
direction of Mr. Noil Morrison, who 
hails from Nova Scotia, excited the 
keenest interest amongst all presont at 
tho ceremony, and lias elicited the 
warmest praise from competent critics 
— being considered the most perfectly 
shaped little craft of any afloat in the 
Province. She is 90 feet long, 16 feet 
wide, and of 106 tons measurement. 
Her machinery will bo up at Savona's 
in a few days, and before the winter 
sets in she will likely be making her 
stated trips along the lakes and rivers 
of the interior, and yielding a hand 
some profit to her owner. She will be 
a great accommodation to the travelling 
public at large. The vessel was launch- 
ed at Trnuquille, seventeen miles above 
Savona's Ferry, the part of the country 
that will one day be the favorite resort 
of tourists, for it contains more natural 
attractions than any spot that could, 
perhaps, be found in this section .of the 
Province. 

When the name of the vessel was 
announced, amidst the dash of cham- 
pagne, the ringing cheers of the crowd 
of visitors and workmen, and the glid- 
ing of the vessel into her native ele- 
ment, all felt that a just compliment 
had been paid to one of the noblest of 
her sex and that the owners had been 
gifted with more than ordinary sense 
in guiding themselves to such a choice. 

Mr. Fortune hospitably entertained 
his numerous guests, and the many fair 
ladies present enjoyed themselves in 
merry dance and song till the rival 
steamer, the Spelainacheen, which is 
also a very handsome craft, arrived 
from Kam loops the next morning and 
carried of! quite a number of the pleas- 
ed though tired visitants. 

The fact that two •xcellent and well- 
appointed steamers will soon be plying 
in the trade upon these inland waters 
is a convincing proof that, notwith- 
standing the dulness of the times, the 
country is not standing still. Hoping 
our Victoria friends will soon have an 
easy access to these parts by railway 
accommodation, and all hard times and 
rival bickerings bocome things of the
